TUBERCULOSIS 


The reaction of people to whom 
the Dr. says "You have T .B." Can 
be anything from "I knew it" to 
cardiac arrest. It is kinda like when 
you tell a mama her child has 
impetigo. You have to talk fast and 
tell her that it is fairly easy to cure 
before she faints. Concerning T.B., 
Modern science has made such 
giant strides in the last 20 years 
that now it is seldom fatal. As late 
as 1945 a person with T.B. could 
expect at least 2 years in a hospital 
and a death rate of about 25 per­ 
cent. Now it is about 2 or 3 months 
confinement and about the only 
deaths occur in people who get cute 
and think they know more than the 
doctor/ so they quit taking their 
medicine. This same situation 
occurs in other medical problems 
too, most frequently in people with 
high blood pressure. 
In this country T.B. is not nearly 
the problem it once was because of 
early detection by chest X ray and 
skin test, this not only helps in the 
treatment but prevents its spread. 
I reckon the first question has to 
be "W hat is T .B .?". It is an in­ 
fection caused by the turbercle 
bacillus or T.B. Germ. This germ is 
a tough little rascal and once it gets 
a hold you don't just knock it out 
overnight. The tuber part of the 
name was coined because of the 
similarity, in looks, to the bumps on 
tuberous plants such as the potatoe.

has ' been 
eliminated from cows about the 
only way to catch it in this country 
is by breathing into the lungs tiny 
drops of water sprayed into the air 
by a coughing or sneezing

Allen’s Forces Capture Ticonderoga

On the evening of May 9, 
1775, 
about 
300 
Green 
Mountain Boys had gathered 
at H an d ’s 
Cove on the 
e a ste rn 
shore 
of 
Lake 
Champlain. 
Across the lake stood Fort 
Ticonderoga 
like a 
giant 
sentinel 
g uarding 
the 
southern end of this im­ 
portan t w aterw ay. Ethan 
Allen and Benedict Arnold— 
quarrelling over the com­ 
m and 
of 
the 
v e n t u r e - 
planned to attack the British 
fort and to capture the heavy 
guns located there. 
That night about 80 men 
were ferried across the lake 
to the New York shore by 
daybreak. It was too late to 
wait for more men, so Allen 
led the party along the shore 
beneath the walls of the 
great fort and headed for the 
east en tra n c e . A sentry 
aimed directly at him and 
snapped his firelock. Luckily 
for Allen the gun misfired. 
As the soldier fled into the 
fort, the Americans rushed 
into the courtyard. 
Sentry Felled 
Allen sent another sentry 
sprawling with a blow from 
the flat of his sword. The 
Verm ont 
ruffian 
then 
demanded to know where the 
c o m m a n d e r ’s 
q u a r t e r s 
were; the stunned sentry 
pointed to a stairway leading 
to the second story of the 
barracks. 
With Arnold beside him, 
Allen rushed up the stairs. 
“Come out, you damned old 
rat,’’ he roared, and an of­ 
ficer with his breeches in his 
hands ap p e a re d . It was 
L i e u t e n a n t 
J o c e l y n 


Feltham, who tried to stall 
for time, hoping that the 
garrison would get ready to 
resist the attack. This was 
wishful thinking because the 
Green Mountain Boys had 
already overpowered the 42- 
m an 
garrison 
and 
had 
started looting the place. 


Commander Appears 
When Captain William 
Delaplace, commander of 
the 
fort, 
a p p e a re d 
he 
demanded to know by what 
authority the intruders were 
acting. As Allen later wrote, 
he answered, “ In the name 
of the Great Jehovah and the 
Continental Congress.” The 
Britisher, faced by 
Allen 
with poised sword, had to 
surrender. 
Without 
bloodshed the 
A m ericans had ta k e n a 
fortress 
sometimes called 
“ A Key to a Continent.” 
Shortly, a d eta c h m e n t 
under Seth Warner took Fort 
Crown Point a few miles 
north of Ticonderoga. Here 
were found more cannon 
that the British had left 
behind when they evacuated 
the fort. Within a few days, 
Benedict Arnold sailed an 
a rm e d 
schooner 
to 
the 
northern end of the lake and 
captured Fort St. John on the 
Richelieu 
R iver. 
These 
victories 
gave 
the 
Americans complete control 
of Lake Champlain. 
Cantion Needed 
But 
it was 
the 
large 
n um b er 
of 
cannon 
at 
Ticonderoga 
and 
Crown 
Point that had first drawn 
the attention of the Patriots. 
Colonial 
forces 
that 
had 
gathered about Boston after 
the battle of Lexington and 
Concord were in sore need of 
artillery if they were ever 
going to drive the British 
from the town. 


T houghts 
had 
quickly 
turned to the heavy guns at 
the poorly-defended British 
forts on Lake Champlain. 
The idea of seizing these 
cannon had o ccurred at 
about 
the same time 
to 
several 
Americans—Ethan 
Allen of Vermont, Benedict 
Arnold of New Haven, Conn., 
Major John Brown of Pitt­ 
sfield, Mass., and probably 
others. 
Armed with a commission 
from 
the 
M assachusetts 
Provincial Congress, Arnold 
set out westward to raise 
men to attack Ticonderoga. 
Soon he learned that a force 
was being organized for the 
sam e 
purpose 
in 
Con­ 
necticut, and then word 
came that Ethan Allen had 
gathered 
some 
Green 
Mountain Boys at Castleton, 
Vt. 
Command Argued 
Rushing north, Arnold 
dem anded 
the 
right 
to 
com m any any expedition 
against the Champlain forts, 
but Allen refused. At best, a 
vague kind of joint leader­ 
ship was agreed to. Through 
it all, however, the men took 
o rders 
from 
Allen 
and 
re g a rd e d 
Arnold 
as 
a 
volunteer. 
History has confirmed that 
Ethan Allen was the Patriot 
leader who took 
T icon­ 
deroga. The disgruntled 
Arnold had a commission, 
but 
the 
Green 
Mountain 
Boys followed the lead of 
Allen. 
In his “ Narrative,” first 
published in 1779, Allen told 
of his demand for surrender 
of the fort “ in the name of 
the Great Jehovah and the 
Continental 
C on gress.” 
Although no one else that 
was present recorded that 
Allen said this, he could 
have. But he certainly had 


no commission from 
the 
Continental Congress, let 
alone the great Jehovah. 
Easton Involved 
Another participant in the 
attack on Ticonderoga to 
claim a leading role for 
himself was Colonel Jam es 
Easton of Pittsfield, Mass. 
In 
the 
New-England 
Chronicle, May 18, 1775, it 


was reported that Easton, 
accom panied 
by 
Allen, 
c o n f r o n t e d 
C a p t a i n 
Delaplace and “clapped him 
upon the shoulder 
. 
demanded IN THE NAME 
OF AMERICA, an instant 
surrender of the fort.” Other 
evidence has discredited 
E a sto n ’s account of the 
affair. 
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Considering the attempts 
of Patriots to win eternal 
fame for themselves, we will 
probably never know exactly 
what was said that morning. 
Nor does it really matter. 
History and 
legend 
have 
given 
E th an 
Allen 
the 
largest role in this a d ­ 
venture, and no doubt rightly 
so.

Key Engagement 
The importance of the 
capture of the British fort 
was great. Control of Lake 
Champlain was in itself a 
significant advantage for the 
Americans and one that they 
should not lose. The Penn­ 
sylvania Packet, May 22, 
1775, reported that Major 
John Brown had hurried to 
Philadelphia to tell 
the 
Continental Congress the 
good 
news. 
He 
urged 
Congress to take immediate 
steps to strengthen Ticon 
deroga 
with 
men 
and 
provisions. 
Of utmost importance was 
the seizure of over IOO heavy 
guns at the Champlain forts. 
G eneral Washington sent 


Henry Knox, a young Boston 
bookseller who had studied 
m ilitary 
science 
and 
engineering, to fetch this 
invaluable ordinance. 
During the next winter, 
Colonel Knox supervised the 
herculean task of sledging 
the cannon overland to 
Cambridge. 
Washington’s 
placement of the artillery on 
D orchester 
H eights just 
south of Boston forced the 
British general Sir William 
Howe to evacuate the city in

Plano Wins 1

Sammy Bickham Jr. is a well known southpaw passer, but 
the Plano Wildcat quarterback proved an asset as a runner 
Friday night. 
Bickham rushed for 195 yards on 26 carries in propelling 
state ranked Plano to a 17-8 win over Sherman’s Bearcats in 
a key District 13-AAAA game at Wildcat Stadium. 
Bickham scored two touchdowns and was stingy with his 
statewide acclaimed passing, throwing only four times and 
completing two for 19 yards. 
Plano’s win over Sherman leaves the Wildcats in sole first 
place of District 13-AAAA, a throne they have dominated 
since joining the league in 1972. 
Plano used none of their usual tactics in beating Sherman. 
They simply and effectively ram m ed the football down the 
Sherman defensive front line and demonstrated clock eating 
ball control offense. 
In the first quarter, Plano scored on their opening 
possession after receiving the kickoff. They drove 65-yards 
on six-plays with Bickham hitting paydirt on a four-yard 
keeper on the option play. 
Key plays in the di ive were a 32-yard Bickham i un on the 
first play from scrimmage and a 13-yard pickup by halfback 
John Gaddis on a third down play. 
Combined with Wes Hansen’s soccer style PAT kick, 
Plano led 7-0 with 9:23 remaining on the clock. 
Neither team put points on the scoreboard the remainder 
of the first half, although Plano drove 84-yards on their 
second possession only to fumble on Sherman s eight-yard 
line to stop a 13-play series. 


In the second half, Plano jumped out to a 14-0 lead on a 
three-play series covering 34-yards. Bickham capped the 
drive on a 23-yard run. Hensen added the PAT 
Sherman got on the scoreboard early in the fourth quarter 
on a time consuming 15-play drive climaxed with junior 
Ronald Jackson’s five yard spurt. Jackson also ran across 
the two-point PAT as Sherman attempted to catch Plano, 
trailing 14-8.

DEAR POLLY — An occasional "food day can really cut 
costs and work while resulting in better eating This is es­ 
pecially good for singles and working couples. Begin by sor 
ting those "cents off" coupons and note their expiration 
dates 
P l a n your meals and shopping list around them On an 
envelope make the shopping list (using as many coupons as 
possible and making the list as long as your freezer and 
wallet will allow). Put the coupons in an envelope and put in 
your purse. While shopping stick to your list. 
First prepare foods that take the longest to cook such as a 
ham or turkey. Whenever possible bone or cut fat from any 
meat before cooking Bones go into the stock pot and fat is 
rendered to replace butter in cooking When possible cut a 
roast into meal size portions so that less time is required for 
cooking Freeze leftover meat. It can be reheated withou 
further nuisance. Make individual meat loaves and 
casseroles for freezing. 
Meats that are to be frozen without cooking should be cut 
into serving portions and well wrapped for freezing. After a 
cooking day when many things are cooked at one time your 
freezer will have many good meals and one heating of the 
oven will have served many purposes. At mealtime pul out 
what is needed and heat in a toaster oven for about half an 
hour since most such ovens will hold enough for four p-ople.

15:3-23) cost him his 
kingdom These were both a 
breaking of the positive law 
of God, rebellion. 
David’s sin (ll Sam. 11:2; 
12:14) was a breaking of 
God’s moral law, so David 
was still a man after God s 
own heart (I Sam. 15:23). 
This brought only personal 
punishm ent. When D aivd 
violated 
G o d s 
p ositive 
com m and con cern in g the 
numbering of the people, 
Cod offered a choice of three 
punishments, every one of 


which involved the nation ( i 
Chron. 21:11-13). 
G od’s

humanity is to be wrought 
out through the positive law.

law tends to thwart God s 
plan, hence appears to be 
even more serious in His

living w it h g o d

People living in today’s world need to be conscious of what 
the Bible teaches about sin. In many w ays, our age is not sin- 
conscious There are som e who actually deny that there is 
any sin. Others contend that our wrongs should be referred 
to in less harsh term s, 
such as “m istakes,” 
“poor 
judgment,” or “ human w eaknesses.” Somehow our age has 
become spiritually and psychologically 
conditioned 
to 
overlook the enormous effects of sin in our society. Dr. Carl 
Minnenger, outstanding psychiatrist, contends that we have 
given sin another name—“neurosis, 
and-that it somehow 
has become easier for people to live with and even nurse 
with pride this term without having to face up to the ac­ 
tuality of sin in our lives. The real problem that confronts us 
is not the search for a new term by which to describe sin, 
however, but the unwillingness to realize that sin is all about 
us and even in us! 
People do not like to be told that they are sinners. This is, 
however, the very thing declared in the word of God! Paul, 
the Apostle, said, “For all have sinned, and com e short of the 
glory of God . . . ” (Rom. 3:23). We refer to sin as a trifle, but 
God considers it a tragedy. We are prone to pass it off lightly 
as an accident, but God calls it an abomination. We seek to 
excuse ourselves in the indulgence of sin, but God seeks to 
convict us of its practice, and point us to Christ as the Lamb 
of God who takes away the sin of the world. 
What is sin? In I John 3:4, the Bible says, “Whosoever 
committeth sin transgressed! also the law: for sin is the 
transgression of the law .” In I John 5:17 we read, 
All 
unrighteousness is sin . . .” The word in the Greek from 
which this word “ unrighteousness” com es means “ to act 
wrongly, impurely, and to violate a law .” Sin, then, is a 
violation of any of God’s com m andm ents. In Jam es 4:17 we 
read. “ . . . to him that knoweth to do good, and doeth it not, to 
him it is sin.” There seem s to be the strongest sort of im ­ 
plication in Jam es 4:4 that it is a sin to develop a com ­ 
promising spirit toward the wickedness of the world about 
us. In Romans 14:23, there is a clear-cut principle set forth 
that whatever we do with a guilty conscience, or not in good 
faith that such is right, is also a sin. 
In Mark 7:21-23, Jesus pointed out that sin com es out of the 
heart of a man: “ For from within, out of the heart of men, 
proceed evil thoughts, adulteries, fornications, murders, 
thefts, coveteousness, wickedness, deceit, lasciviousness, an 
evil eye, blasphem y, pride, foolishness: All these evil things 
com e from within, and defile the man." 
In 2 John 9-11. there seem s to also be a definite principle 
set forth to the effect that those who transgress and abide not 
in the doctrine of Christ are guilty of sin. It is possible for us 
tosinby the words which we speak (Prov. 10:19; Jam es3:2). 
In fact, Christ said, “A god man out of the good treasure of 
the heart bringeth forth good things: and an evil man out of 
the evil treasure bringeth forth evil things. But I say unto 
you, that every idle word that men shall speak, they shall 
give account thereof in the day of judgment. For by thy 
words thou shall be justified, and by thy words thou shalt be 
condemned.” Too frequently, we are prone to excuse very 
un christian speech—vulgarity, harshness, profanity, etc., 
by thinking of ourselves and others as engaging in such 
innocently and in spite of our Christian dedication. But Jesus 
cuts to the heart of the m atter by declaring that impure 
speech com es from an evil heart! The heart will speak what 
it senses and feels. If it feels goodness, purity, love, kind­ 
ness, com m itm ent to God; it will speak of these things, 
freely. If it feels bitter, unkind, profane, and blasphemous 
toward God, it will speak in this w ay. The mouth becom es in 
actuality a m eans by which to guage the spiritual condition 
of man 
Sometim es people sin because they are weak spiritually 
and are overtaken in a fault (Galatians 6: LL We sin because 
there is a spiritual struggle between the spirit and the flesh 
and we give in to the flesh (Romans 7:24). Some sin because 
of rebellion against God, as did King Saul (I Samuel 15:17- 
23). Some sin because they love wealth too much (I Timothy 
6:6-10). Some sin because they do not love the Lord enough 
(John 14:15; I John 5:3). Some sin because they do not fear, 
or have respect for God (Rom ans 3:10-18). Some sin because 
they becom e warped in preverse thinking (Rom ans 1:18-32). 
Some sin because they do not see sin readily punished 
(E cclesiastes 8:11). 
Knowledge of the word of God can keep us from sinning 
(Psalm s 119:11). Turning to Christ in a penitent and obedient 
spirit m akes it possible for us to find forgiveness, because of 
Him. for our sins.

ANN JONES 


Wearing a dress she wore 19 years ago, Ann Jones said 
that it is evident that she had not grown much during those 
years or else she was a big girl then. 
The dress was made for Ann by her grandmother and she 
wore it at the Brownwood Centennial; three years ago she 
wore it again at the Plano Centennial celebration. 
Ann’s grandmother, who raised her, came to this country 
from England when she was about five or six years old. The 
family came to Texas and bought some land which they 
farmed and life was hard during those early years. 
Ann had lost her parents at an early age and both she and 
her brother call their grandmother mama. She also has an 
aunt in Brownwood who recently retired after 45 years with 
the City of Brownwood. 
Mother of two boys, Ann has been active in many fields of 
endeavor in her four years in Plano. She was the Director of 
the Women’s Division of the Chamber of Commerce last 
year and under her leadership several important com­ 
munity efforts were realized. She is a member of the Zi Pi 
Chi chapter of Beta Sigma Pi; an employee at First Mark 
Realtors and is the co-chairman of Plano’s Bicentennial 
committee. She also attends Realtor school once a week and 
is active in school affairs and church activities. 


MARY D ELL TURN ER 


Maridell Turner’s ancestors were early settlers in Plano. 
She is the daughter of Mrs. Maude Goodson and grand­ 
daughter of Amos Huguley. 
Huguley once owned a gin business located where the 
Central Fire Station is today and the Huguley home was next 
door on the site of the present City of Plano Municipal 
building. 
Mrs. Goodson’s grandfather, Joe Huguley, who came to 
Plano in the late 1800’s settled on land near Spring Creek, 
now the location of Owen’s Sausage. 
Maridell’s father, Albert A. Goodson, was a tireless 
worker and big booster to see that Central Expressway 
passed through Plano. He told his wife that he could foresee 
a boom for Plano with the addition of the freeway. He died in 
1958 but his efforts were rewarded. 
Goodson was president of the Plano School board for 
several terms and the operator of a feed store for many 
years. 
Mrs. Goodson’s mother was a Lively, another well known 
Plano family. 
Maridell owns her own answering service in Plano. 


PEGGY BECK 


A native of British Columbia, Canada, and a citizen of 
Plano for the past ten years, Peggy Beck traces her an- 
cestery back to Scotland, Both her parents migrated from 
that country to Canada where they were married. 
Sir John A. McDonald, a former prime minister of 
Canada, is Peggy’s uncle three generations back. She 
worked for the famed Mounted Police in a detachment 
stationed in the far north, where she was the only woman 
employee among 28 police. 
Peggy, who works for Dr. H E. Bridgeman, was one of 
three women who organized the Plano Newcomers Club 
almost ten years ago. She attends the Episcopal church 
where she is active on various committees, is a member of 
the Plano Players, the British Club and is a soccer player on 
the Plano Women’s Soccer team. 
She is the mother of three and a proud grandmother. 


D IXIE CLEM 


Dixie Clem is a 20 year resident of Plano and is originally 
from Arkansas as is her husband, Emmitt, Plano Wildcat 
Band Director. 
Of French, German and Irish descent, Dixie’s paternal 
grandparents imigrated from Germany. 
With her only daughter married and the mother of a new 
baby, Dixie finds a lot of time to devote to her job as 
E x e c u tiv e Secretary for the Collin County Republican Party 
as well as her participation in dozens of civic organizations. 
She is, for the second consecutive year, the publicity 
chairman for the Business and Professional Women’s Club

The 
Plano team is affiliated with 
the North Texas Women’s 
Soccer Assn. The Assn. 
began in 1974 with only two 
teams. Plano and Farmers 
Branch. This season there 
are 13 teams playing and 
three 
other 
teams 
are 
already forming for play in 
the spring. At least 18 or 19 
teams are anticipated in the 
spring of 1976. 
The Plano women play 
women 
from 
surrounding 
areas such as Farmers 
Branch, Mesquite, Irving, 
Richardson, Dallas, and 
Lewisville. The women have 
already been invited to 
Illinois to play against their 
soccer association in Illinois. 
They have also been invited 
to play in a tournament in 
Austin against college girls 
who are getting started in 
soccer and as yet don’t have 
enough teams formed to 
have effective competition of 
their own. Other women’s 
teams 
are 
forming 
in 
Lubbock, El Paso, Houston 
and San Antonio. Nationwide 
there 
are 
teams 
in 
C alifo rn ia, 
M ichigan, 
Illinois, 
Missouri 
and 
Florida with others forming 
quickly. 
During tne spring season 
of 1975 the Plano team not 
only won their division, but 
went on to beat the leaders in 
the other division to win the 
North 
Texas 
Women’s 
Soccer Association cham­ 
pionship. 
During the summer of 1975 
they played in the North 
Texas Open Cup invitational 
tournament. In July of this 
year Plano was invited by 
the Dallas Tornado to play a 
halftime game at 
Texas 
Stadium. They beat the 
Dallas East Soccer Widows 
1-0 in that game. 
Early this fall Plano was 
one of two teams featured 
nationwide in the Sunday 
Parade magazine. So far this 
fall the Plano team has 
played and won all of their 
games to date which puts 
them in the lead in their 
division. They 
have four 
games left with one home

remaining 
to 
be 
played on Nov. 2, on the 
Alma Rd. fields at 3:30.

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Woman Trains Dogs

What does a lady do in 
suburbia if she doesn’t play 
bridge? The choice for Plano 
resident Margaret Fitch was 
easy--train dogs. 
For four years Ms. Fitch 
has been operating the Plano 
Obedience Training School 
offering individual and class 
instruction in dog training. 
She has the oldest dog 
training school in this area 
and the only one owned and 
directed by a woman. 
People joke and find it 
amusing when a friend or 
neighbor sign up for “ doggie 
school.” Margaret Fitch is 
quick to point out that class 
is no joke and on the con­ 
trary requires a lot of hard 
work and perseverance for 
the beginner. 


Her interest in training 
dogs dates back to the time 
she trained her first German 
Shepherd 
Dog 
with 
an 
obedience school. “ I was 
very fortunate to have a 
warm, friendly, and always 
helpful instructor. My in­ 
terest stemmed from her 
example,” 
she 
allows. 


live animals Ms. Fitch finds 
a rewarding avocation. “ I ve 
never been one to give my 
attention 
to 
inanimate 
pursuits like coin and stamp 
collecting. 
With 
a 
live 
animal 
you 
have 
the 
satisfaction of seeing im­ 
mediate response as well as 
the commradarie of the 
students.” 
Dog training is a fun, easy­ 
going hobby for nearly all 
ages. Humor can be the 
i n s t r u c t o r ’s 
greatest 
weapon. One is always ready 
for the funny, unexpected 
event to happen. One of the 
Plano Obedience Training 
School’s 
more 
amusing 
moments came when a 
nursing mother dog saun­ 
tered across a vacant field 
adjoining the class training 
site followed, single file, by 
her nine puppies. “ We had IO 
little Indians all in a row. I 
think that mother dog was 
trying to tell the class 
something.” A quick phone 
call to a number found on the 
dog’s tags brought

Margaret Fitch’s school 
offers training for the family 
pet as well as the owner 
wanting to compete for 
American Kennel Club titles. 
It is time consuming work 
for this Planoite but she 
wouldn’t change it. “ One 
must enjoy their work and I 
enjoy my students. The 
instructor is an educator in 
the fullest sense.

— Patricia Paddlety Horse 
is the first known fullblood 
Indian woman to be ad­ 
mitted to the Oklahoma bar 
Mrs. Horse, a Kiowa, looks 
upon her combined role as a 
woman, an Indian and an 
atto rn ey 
with 
“ a 
c o m ­ 
bination of pride and a slight 
hesitancy on my part. 
‘‘It’s not that widely ac ­ 
cepted yet,” she said. ‘‘I 
have friends that have yet to 
congratulate m e.” 
Some Indians believe she 
sold 
out 
lo 
the 
white 
establishment by becoming 
a law yer. 
She 
feels no 
betrayal of her race. 
“ I ’m fullblood and I can do 
with it what I w ant,” she 
said. “ I can speak Kiowa, I 
can eat all the Indian dishes 
and I can fix them. 
“ I sit here and think, did 
that piddly girl that went to 
W a s h i t a 
( e l e m e n t a r y ) 
school, did she really go that 
f a r ? ” Mrs. 
H orse said, 
leaning back in her chair to 
gaze at her University of 
Oklahoma law degree and 
the recently won state bar 
association certificate on her 
office wall. 
“ What is being an Indian? 
Is being an Indian going out 
on the plains and hunting 
buffalo?” 
D e s p i t e 
o c c a s i o n a l 
c ritic ism , the a rtic u la te , 
outgoing lawyer is swamped 
with calls and visits at her 
office at the Indian Affairs 
C om m ission. 
When 
she 
returns home to Anadarko, 
Okla., people with problems 
stop her in stores and on the 
street to ask for legal help. 
Mrs. Horse, now 36 and a 
m other of four, m arried a 
few 
days 
after 
her 
1956 
graduation from Anadarko 
High School. 
“ Everybody in my high 
school graduating class was 


engaged, and I was, too,” 
she said. 
“ Twelve years 
went by before I got to start 
my education.” 
One day she walked into 
her job as an accounting 
clerk at the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs 
at Anadarko 
and 
thought, “ Pat, you are stuck 
here for life. You have no 
future.” 
She quit, then enrolled at 
the University of Sciences 
and Arts at Chickasha. She 
went there in the morning, 
worked at the BIA in the 
afternoon and attended night 
classes at 
Southw estern 
State University at Weather­ 
ford. 
She graduated in two and a 
half years, the only woman 
with a major in economics. 
While working at a district 
a tto rn e y ’s 
office 
for 
a 
college r equir ement one 
summer, 
she 
decided 
to 
study law. 


“ It 
was 
the 
m ost 
fascinating 
period of my 
life,” she said. “ No one pays 
any attention to what goes on 
in the courthouse until they 
are in trouble. I didn’t even 
know what to do with a 
traffic ticket.” 
Mrs. Horse applied for an 
Albuquerque, N. M., sum ­ 
m er program for Indian law 
students. 


She won that acceptance 
from the University of Ok­ 
lahoma, then went to Al­ 
buquerque for the sum m er 
and received a scholarship. 


She said she almost failed 
her first year in law school 
because she was commuting 
from Anadarko, about 50 
miles from Norman. After a 
long talk with her children, 
now aged 19, 18, 15 and 12, 
she 
moved 
to 
Nor man, 
leaving them with of her 
mother.

Pumpkins-symbolic of the 
gaiety of Halloween and the 
feasting of Thanksgiving- 
are coming to m arket in 
adequate supply to meet 
holiday needs, according to 
the U.S. D epartm ent of 
Agriculture (USDA). 
Since growing conditions 
w ere 
favorable, 
most 
pumpkins are of good quality 
this season, report USDA 
fruit and vegetable market 
news reporters. 
Wholesale prices at major 
terminal markets are only 
slightly higher than 1st year, 
ranging from 6 to IO cents 
per pound. 
In addition to locally 
grown pumpkins, shipments 
are coming 
from 
com­ 
mercial producing areas in 
West 
Texas, 
Colorado, 
California 
and 
several 
Midwest states. 
Pum pkins are truly a 
Bicentennial vegetable, for 
they were grown by the first 
colonists who learned about 
this native member of the 
cucurbit family from the 
Indians. 
Captain John Smith of the 
Jamestown colony wrote of 
the 
“ pumpions 
planted 
among the corn.” 
Beginning with the first 
seed catalogues published in 
America, the original New 
England pumpkin, generally 
known 
as 
“ Connecticut 
Field” , has been listed 
annually in all major seed 
catalogues. 
The “Connecticut Field” is 
still 
the 
m ost 
popular 
pumpkin 
variety 
grown 
today for Jack 0 Lanterns, 
because it has the globular 
shape and size traditionally 
associated with Halloween. 
Such field pumpkins are 
light orange in color and 
weigh anywhere from 18 to 
25 pounds-big enough to 
scare the daylights out of 
any unsuspecting youngster. 
“There are 
still 
many 
people who like to make 
fresh pumpkin pie,” says 
Bill McCauley, USDA fruit 
and vegetable market news 
reporter 
covering 
the 
Dallas-Ft. Worth wholesale 
trade. 
“They want a smaller and 
sweeter pumpkin” , he points 
out, "so the ‘Small Sugar’ 
variety 
is 
favored 
for 
making pies.” 
Pie pumpkins are round, 
flattened at both ends, very 
bright orange in color with a 
rich orange flesh. They are 
about 6 to 
7 
inches 
in 
diamester and weigh about 6 
to 8 pounds. 
Since pie pumpkins are 
sorted by size and quality, 
they may cost slightly more 
than field pumpkins, ac­ 
cording to USDA market 
news reporters. 
Do you by-pass firm green 
pears, looking for ripe fruit? 
Unlike most fruits, pears 
must be picked from the tree 
before they ripen to keep the 
texture from getting coarse 
and gritty, says the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture. 
Ripen firm green pears at 
home. Store them in a brown 
paper bag in a cool humid 
place for a few days. You’ll 
know when they are mellow 
for they will feel soft.

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Women Helped To Build A Nation 


History Records Their Names Among The Great 


BY NELDA WHITEHEAD 
Women hold an unusual 
place in the history of any 
country. In the making of 
America, they were needed 
to 
help 
conquer 
the 
wilderness, to build a new 
civilization, and to hold the 
family together. Today, the 
family structure emerges as 
the most durable and stable 
of social institutions. 
June Sochen, a historian, 
believes that everyone who 
lived here should be included 
in 
any 
description 
of 
America’s past. She stated 
that women w ere never 
indivisible or despensable 
and that no day 
passed 
without 
their 
critically 
needed participation. 
Changes in the statue of 
women during the past 
century and a half have 
constituted 
a 
real 
social 
revolution and one that 
apparently 
does 
not 
displease all men. 
It was a man, Thomas 
Paine, a believer in women’s 
rights, who wrote a famous 
essay on freedom, feeling 
that cu ltu re’s restraints 
upon women prevented the 
developm ent 
of 
their 
national inclinations and 
talents. 
Colonial America 
Colonial 
A m erica 
was 
predominately agricultural. 
Most men and women were 
married at an early age and 
both sexes worked on the 
farm to the limit of their 
strength, 
with 
their 
respective functions divided 
in reasonable ways. 
The stronger and more 
mobile husband did such 
jobs as plowing, 
shoeing 
horses and building. The 
wife, limited by a continual 
succession of pregnancies 
and 
the 
care of 
sm all 
children were held closer to 
home. Quite naturally she 
did the cooking, cleaning and 
sewing and cared for the 
gardens abd the chickens. 
The 
usdhl 
functions 
of 
women seemed to imply that 
they needed little education 
and would never participate 
in nondomestic affairs, but 
such consistencies did not 
exist. 
As a matter of fact, girls 
received much 
the same 
education as boys, since few 
of either sex went beyond the 
elementary subjects. 
Well 
inform ed 
women 
tended to conceal 
their 
erudition 
because 
of 
a 
comm on 
feeling 
that 
“learned women have often 
been a proverb of reproach, 
feared by their own sex and 
disliked by men.” 
A scattering of women 
engaged in some outside 
activity—operating 
real 
estate 
offices, 
editing 
newspapers or keeping an 
inn. More frequently they 
were milliners or 
seam- 
tresses. 
The legal status therefore 
of woman, as based on the 
English common law, was a 
direct outgrowth of the 
farming way of life. 
She had no vote, and could 
not hold political office. 
During 
the 
days 
of 
the 
colonies no law existed to 
prevent this situation, but 
specific exclusions were 
made, starting in Virginia in 
1699. 
Some women may have 
voted during the years of 
1776-1797, but a considerable 
number voted between 1797- 
1807, only later to be ex­ 
cluded from the ballot 
One of the women who 
constantly harrassed her 
husband to give women 
more 
rights 
was 
Abigail 
Adams. 
In 1830 women began to 
agitate for the right to vote 
and the Women’s 
Rights 


Convention was organized 
by 
Lucy 
Stone 
in 
Massasschuetts in 1850. 
During the next ten years 
wom en 
like 
Susan 
B 
Anthony 
and 
Elizabeth 
Stanton were to play an 
important role in Women’s 
Sufferage and in 1869 the 
state of Wyoming gave 
women the right to vote. 
Several other states followed 
suit and in 1917 an amend­ 
ment was submitted to the 
House of Representatives. In 
1919 it passed both houses 
and was ratified by 36 states. 
In Aug. of 1920 it became 
law—the 19th amendment to 
the constitution. 
Women Emerge 
Women’s position in the 
first 50 years in a farming 
society was dictated by 
n ecessity, 
and 
by 
any 
standards, was reasonable. 
Industry and urban growth 
and a pulling away from the 
farming community 
gave 
women a chance to broaden 
their 
horizons—to 
m ove 
outside the home and try 
their wings. 
In the 1970’s modern home 
convenience have 
given 
women extra time on her 
hands and family financial 
status often decides whether 
cr not she will work outside 
the home. 
Then there is simply her 
desire 
to 
accom plish 
something on her own, apart 
from the role of wife and 
mother. 
The way women arrived at 
this point in history is no 
accident—aside from the 
fact that social changes have 
created 
new 
conditions, 
women for the past 200 years 
have been working toward 
social equality 
and 
the 
struggle seems destined to 
continue. 
Contributions to women,- 
by women who crusaded for 
advancement of women, are 
too numerous to mention, 
but 
their 
nam es 
are 
recorded in the pages of 
history. 
In looking back to recall 
some of 
those 
dedicated 
women, one fact seems to 
loom 
above 
all 
others; 
strides by women in those 
early years were made more 
frequently in the fields of 
teaching and journalism. 
Journalism 
But indeed, there were 
m any other contributions 
made by women in other 
fields. 
Famous Women 
There was Myra Bradwell 
who founded the first weekly 
legal newspaper in the west, 
the Chicago Legal News, and 
served both as it’s editor and 
the business manager. 
M argaret Fuller (1810- 
1850) a lively, exceptional 
woman who was a feminist. 
She was educated by her 
father and was the first 
woman reporter for Horace 
Greeley’s New York Tribune 
as well as a writer and 
teacher. She believed in total 
individuality for all women. 
And in 1837, Mary Lyon 
founded Mount H olyoke, 
oldest women’s school in the 
nation, just after the Civil 
War. 
Though 
almost 
no 
one 
today recognizes the names 
of 
Fanny 
Fern, 
Susan 
Warner and Maria Susanne 
Cum m ins, 
these 
women 
wrote more books, read by 
more people, than Herman 
M e l v i l l e , 
N a t h a n i e l 
Hawthorne and Henry David 
Thoreau. 
In 1853, 70,000 copies of 
Fem Leaves From Fanny’s 
Portfolio were sold. Most of 
their work failed to endure 
since it was not considered of 
high literary quality. 
Then in 
1852, 
H arriet 
Beecher Stowe, 
who was

and surprises galore when 
she wrote 
“Uncle 
Tom’s 
Cabin.” It was an instant 
best seller with 30,000 copies 
distributed through sales the 
first year of its release. Mrs. 
Stowe died in 1896. 
Sara Josepha Hale was the 
editor of Goodey’s Lady’s 
Book 
for 
40 
years. 
She 
believed 
the 
station 
of 
woman as the companion of 
free, independent, civilized 
and Christian man is the 
most important thing she 
could sustain on earth; the 
most honorable, useful and 
happiest. 
Doreatha Dix, a teacher 
and writer (1802-1887) was a 
crusader for the mentally ill. 
She drafted legislation to 
provide proper facilities for 
the insane as well as the 
criminal. 
Massassachuetts 
and then a dozen other states 
appropriated money to carry 
out her reforms. 
The first woman to receive 
a medical degree in this 
country 
was 
Elizabeth 
Blackwell, 
(1821-1910) and 
there was Victoria Claflin 
Woodhull (1838-1927) who 
became a stockbroker in 
New York in 1870. She ran 
for president of the United 
States in 1872 and lost. Her 
platform included too much 
female freedom and even­ 
tually she retired to England 
to live out her life. 
Women contributed a lot 
during the Civil War. Not 
only did they carry on their 
own obligations, but often 
assumed their husbands or 
brothers’ task as well. In 
addition they folded ban­ 
dages, preserved fruits and 
sent 
m edicine 
to 
the 
wounded. 
Black Women 
Black women have been 
an integral part of the 
history of American women 
and their struggle was all the 
harder because of their 
personal status and, to the 
humiliation of all America, 
their color. 
Harriet Tubman was a 
slave who escaped from the 
south 
in 
1849. 
Once 
she 
reached safety she turned 
around and made 19 round 
trips in a period of ten years 
to guide others out of the 
south. She was personally 
responsible for saving 300 
slaves and the South offered 
a $40,000 reward for her 
capture. It was never paid 
and she lived to her 80 s. 
Harriet made her 
way 
back and forth through an 
underground 
m ovem ent 
staying 
with 
friendly 
Quakers along the way. The 
United 
States 
Congress 
granted her a $20 a month 
pension in her late years “a 
tribute to a great lady.’’ 
Two black writers of the 
late forties and fifties were 
Gwendolyn Brooks who was 
nam ed poet laureate of 
Illinois in 1968 and was a 1950 
Pulitzer Prize winner. 
Ann Petry wrote a popular 
success “Country Place’ in 
1947 and was praised as a 
worthy successor to the 
realistic prose of Richard 
Wright. 
As far back as 1915 birth 
control advocate Margaret 
Sanger, opened a clinic in 
behalf of her beliefs only to 
be closed down time and 
again. She devoted her life to 
her crusade which just last 
year found sanction in the 
laws of the nation. 
Flapper Age 
With the 20’s came a new 
way of life; the age of the 
flapper, 
who 
with 
her 
shorter skirts presented an 
image of a frivolous pleasure 
seeker. 
It was in this era that 
cosm etics 
for 
women 
became big business and no 
woman 
was 
considered 
completely groomed without 
the painted trimmings. 
Helena Rubenstein <1871- 
1965) and Elizabeth Arden 
were 
highly 
successful 
women 
in 
the 
world 
of 
cosm etics. 
American women entered 
the 19th century with the 
sam e 
obligations

alw ays
